There are deeper seated, and therefore incomputable results, 
which men and women Only witness inside of their homes and in the 
social circle, and which are secretly mourned as something worse than 
death itself,

It brings shame, not honor; terror, not safety; despair, not hope; 
misery, not bappiness; and with the malevolence of a tiend, calmly 
surveys its frightful desolation, and unsatistied with this havoc, it’ 
poisons felicity, kills peace, corrupts morals, wipes out national hon- 
or, then curses the world and laughs atits ruin. 

It does that apd more, it murders the soul. 

It is the sum of all viilainies. the father of crimes, the mother of 
all abominations, the devil's best friend, and God's wurst enemy.

The property of the Orphans’ Home consists of 112 acres of land, 
located in northwest portion of Jaeksmn, Miss., all in a fine state of 
cultivation, and entirely free from debt. Its value has more than 
doubled since it’ was purchased. It is now worth about 85,000.00. 
The cottages are worth $3,000.00. We also have a superintendent's 
home, with eight rooms, worth $2,200.00, and general improvements, 
such as furniture, fencing, hokses, Cows, wagons, farming implements, 
and a printing outfit worth $4,300.00. We have a deep well ata cost 
of $2,000.00, and PuIpping outfit worth 31,000.00. with other conveni- 
ences worth $100.00. So, now our property ts easily worth $18,000.00, 
besides our three-story brick building which was built. at a cost of 
$10,000.00. which has just been completed and furnished this year. 
There are now sixty-four children being eared for in the Orphanage, - 
and many more are applying for admission. One mail recently brought 
application for one dozen eligible children, 

Receipts for past year have been 810,493.26, but. in improvements 
and current expenses this has been more than exhausted. 

We earnestly beg each church in our Association to contribute to 
the support of our Orphanage, for, “Me that giveth to the poor lend- 
eth to the Lord, and that which he yiveth will He repay.”’
